Christian Beginnings of 
Formosa Are Recounted 
EIHI ELY, Mar. 23—Speaker dur­ 
ing evening worship In Pilgrim 
Presbyterian Church on Sunday 
was Chin An Yang, of Formosa, a 
student at Princeton (N. J.) Semi­ 
nary. 
Mr. Yang spoke of the Christian 
beginnings in his 
island home. 
“Present - day Christianity d a t e s 
from an English Presbyterian mis­ 
sionary, who went to southern For­ 
mosa 90 years ago and a Canadian 
Presbyterian missionary who a r­ 
rived In the northern section IO 
years later. Christians compose but 
1% of the Chinese present in For­ 
mosa 
w i t h 
Confucianism 
and 
Buddhism making up the majority 
religions.” 
Presently in Formosa are two 
seminaries, in one of these Mr. 
Yang’s father is a teacher; also 
about 300 churches for approxi­ 
mately 100,000 Christians. 
Since 
World War IL, other missionaries, 
fleeing from China, have gone to 
Formosa. After his graduation next 
year, Mr. Yang intends to return to 
Formosa to dedicate himself to a 
full-time 
ministry 
a m o n g 
his 
pimple.

FBI Agents Arrest 
Man As Fugitive 


Jesse H. Sparks Alleged To 
Have Ecaped From A 
Southern Prison Camp 


MORRISVILLE, Mar. 23 — FBI 
agents, Saturday, took Into custody 
a man Identified as Jesse H. Sparks, 
37, of Greensboro, N. C. Sparks, It 
is alleged, escaped from a prison 
camp almost two years ago. He was 
arrested here at a trailer camp 
where he, his wife and two small 
children were living. 
In Philadelphia, where he was 
arraigned before Magistrate Harry 
J. Elllck .in Central Station, the 
man was identified as. Jesse H. 
Sparks, 37, who was serving three 
to seven years for breaking and 
entering when he made his escape. 
FBI agents said Sparks had been 
working as a crane operator at a 
plant in the Morrisville section for 
some 
months. 
He 
was 
trailed 
through fingerprints. 
Agents said Sparks also faces a 
Federal charge of driving a stolen 
automobile across a State line. 
FBI agents here said Sparks stole 
an automobile in Ijonghurst. N. CL, 
June 19, 1950. The car. agents said, 
apparently was used in the bur­ 
glary for which Sparks drew the 
State prison sentence. It later was 
recovered 
In 
Madison, 
O., 
and 
shortly after Sparks surrendered to 
police In Dayton. O. Subsequently 
he was sentenced by the State and 
on July 6, 1951, he escaped. 
Yesterday Ellick held him in 
$25440 bail *oi arraignm ent before a 
U. S. Commissioner tomorrow.

$1,000*000 for Settlement

An offer hun been made by a 
syndicate, headed by Clifford R. 
Powell, former Burlington County,

Baruch Asb for Standby Mobilization Law at Once

(INS Staff Correspondent) 
Washington — Elder Statesman Bernard M. Baruch asked Congress 
today to enact a standby mobilisation law immediately for use in event 
of un atomic attack on the U. S. 
To delay, Baruch warned, would be to “Increase Die risk of war, 
and to the toll of dead and wounded lf war does come, and make infla­ 
tion certain—-all needlessly." 
Testifying before the Senate Banking Committee on standby eco­ 
nomic controls proposals, the financier said "the next war . . . is likely 
to explode all in a big smash." 
He added: “Cities may be all but obliterated. Who knows where 
Congress will be? If this standby legislation is not enacted and the 
day of the big smash does come, there will not be a person alive who 
will not bitterly rue this tragic, needless neglect.” 
Baruch said that deplay by former President Truman in invoking 
economic control authority voted him by Congress after the Korean War 
broke out resulted in "needless inflation." 
Baruch declared that if an overall celling had been imposed and 
stiff tax increases levied when the Korean War began, the U. S. might 
have been able to finance the defense effort with a balanced budget. 
The pending legislation, sponsored by Chairman Capehart (R)
